St. Louis, April 10.—Immediate mob- 
ilization of the nation’s men who do not 
meet the qualifications for active mili- 
tary service for use in producing farm 
products is one of the measures to 
be taken to solve the food problem of 


the United States, in the opinion of 
delegates to the farm conference of 
agricultural experts, which closed a 
two-day session here late this after- 
noon. 

The conference, called by David F. 
Houston, secretary of agriculture, was 
composed of heads of agricultural 
schools and officers of farm boards 
from all states except New England 
and the Pacific coast. 

Four committees were named to deal 
with various phases of the food ques- 
tion and their findings were turned 
over to a central committee of fifteen, 
which reported to the entire confer- 
ence. 

Regarding the mobilization of farm

Washington, April 10.—Much of the 
uncertainty as to Latin-America’s at- 
titude in the war between the United 
States and Germany was cleared away 
today by definite advices that Chile 
and Mexico will remain neutral and in- 
creasing indications that Brazil, Argen- 
tina, Guatemala and Peru will join 
Cuba and Panama on the side of the 
United States. 

The decision of Chile, the first of 
the American republics to announce 
her neutrality, caused some surprise 
among Officials here. In many quar- 
ters it had been expected that she 
eventually would break with the Ber- 
lin government, but would postpone 
her decision until advised definitely 
of the course of Argentina and Brazil, 
the other members of the influential

Chester, Pa., April 10-—One hundred 
and twelve persons, most of them 
women and girls, are known to have 
lost their lives and 121 were injured 
by a series of terrific explosions today 
in the shrapnel building of the Eddy- 
stone Ammunition corporation at Ed- 
dystone, one mile from Chester. Many 
of the injured were fatally hurt and it 
is feared the final death list will reach 
150, 

How any of the three hundred or 
more employees in the building, in 
which was stored approximately 30,000 
shells, escaped, is a mystery, as there 
was scarcely a fragment of the struc- 
ture left intact. Fire added to the 
horror and most of the bodies were so 
badly charred that identification was 
impossible. 

Rumors of plots and arrests were 
numerous after the disaster, but all 
lacked confirmation. Detectives re- 
ported the explosion apparently was 
purely accidental and advanced the 
theory that shrapnel placed near a 
radiator might have caused it. An of- 
ficial of the company, however, said 
there never was more than half a 
ton of powder in the building and that 
this never was in bulk. 

The explosion occurred about 10 
pbuilding, a two-story structure, 75x 
300 feet. In this building time fuses 
were prepared, more than 80 per cent 
of the workers being women and 
girls. Probably 50 men and boys were 
employed in the building at the time 
of the blast and most of them escaped. 

The utmost confusion followed the 
explosion. A heavy pall of smoke dark- 
ened the entire town which has a pop- 
ulation of about 5,000, but this was 
soon lightened by the flames from the 
burning building.

IN A SNOWSTORM 
BRITISH CONTINUE 
TO DRIVE GERMANS 


London, April 10.—In the face 
heavy snowstorms and in places strong 


resistance by the Germans, the Brit- 
ish have pushed their lines as far as 
Monchy-le-Prex, five mileg east of Ar- 
ras, and made further important gains 
on Vimy ridge. 

| The official statement from British 


‘headquarters describing the operations 


now in progress on the Arras-Lens line 
reports the capture up to this evening 
of 11,000 prisoners, including 235 of- 
ficers, more than 100 guns, including 
heavy guns up to eight inches, sixty 
trench mortars and 163 machine guns. 

The text reads: 

“Our operations have been continued 
energetically today in spite of heavy 
| snowstorms and generally unfavorable 

weather. We have reached the out- 
skirts of Monchy-le-Prex, five miles 
east of Arras, and have cleared Far- 
| bus and Farbus wood. 

“Hard fighting took place again this 
afternoon on the northern end of Vimy 
ridge in which we gained further im- 
portant positions and took a number 
of prisoners and machine guns. 

“In the direction of Cambrai we ad- 
vanced our line north of the village 
of Louverval. Such counter attacks as 
the enemy attempted at different points 
along our front met with no success. 

“The number of prisoners taken 
since the opening of our attack yes- 
terday morning now exceeds 11,000, in- 
cluding 235 officers. We also captured 
over 100 guns, among them a number 
of heavy guns up to 8 inches calibre, 
sixty trench mortars and 163 machine 


guns. 

“Our airplanes performed valuable 
work yesterday in co-operation with 
our infantry and in a number of cases 
inflicted casualties with machine gun 
fire on hostile reinforcements. Bomb- 
ing expeditions were also carried out, 
in which a number of hits were obtain- 
ed upon a large railway station util- 
ized by the enemy. 

“As a result of the air fighting three 
German airplanes were destroyed and 
four others were brought down. One 
of our machines is missing.”

Haig’s Men Pressing Far 
Beyond Top of Barrier. 
Germans Amazed by Brit- 
ish Audacity and Surren- 
der. 


(From a Staff Correspondent of Asso- 
ciated Press.) 


With the British Armies in France, 
| April 10.—(Via London.)—The British 
sweep east of Arras today turned the 
northern pivot of the famous Hinden- 
burg line and large forces of British 
troops tonight were pressing far be- 
yond the top of that German barrier, 
| which was prepared after endless 
months of labor. ! 

The manner in which the British 
have advanced over scores of German 
, trenches, which the Germans must 
| have believed would protect them in- 
definitely, has been little short of mi- 
raculous. The Germans themselves 
have been amazed at the audacity of 
the invaders and has surrendered with 
an air of complete mystification. 

The success of the attack launched 
yesterday against some of the strong- 
est sections of the German lines on the 
entire western front seems to prove 
that the artillery has finally solved 
the problem of entrenched warfare. It 
has taken months and years of prepa- 
ration but when the guns were finally 
massed against the German front they 
hammered it into submission. 

It was this hammering that demor- 
alized the German lines on the Somme 
during the winter and brought about 
the recent retirement of the Hinden- 
burg line stretching from Arras south- 
eastward to St. Quentin. Now the top 
of this line has been crossed and it is 
being attacked along the entire dis- 
tance. The meaning of the airplane 
activity last week, when the British 
fliers deliberately set out to clear the 
air of Germans, has been revealed in 
the new attacks. 

Airmen Cover Advance. 

Today the intrepid airmem were cov- 
ering the advance everywhere, keep- 
ing the troops advised of enemy move- 
ments and enabling the British artil- 
lery to shell every area where concen- 
trations appeared to be taking place. 
The day was anything but ideal for fly- 
ing. It was blustery from sunrise to 
sunset and furious snowsqualls were 
in the air at half-hour intervals. Dur- 
ing these the machines were complete- 
ly submerged by the snow barrage. 

Tonight the Canadians triumphantly 
announced that the famed Vimy ridge 
had been cleared of all Germans. Vimy 
ridge has been a historic battle ground 
in this war. The country on both 
sides is dotted with graveyards, in 
which lie tens of thousands of French 
and German soldiers who gave up 
their lives in the fight either to take 
or to hold this imposing position. The 
British, too, have tasted of the bitter- 
ness of the battles there and the Ca- 
nadians had been holding onto a slen- 
der position on the western slope all 
winter only by the display of most te- 
nacious courage. 

In connection with the new offensive, 
it was determined that Vimy must fall. 
The ridge positions had been flayed 
by an incessant bombardment for ten 
days and nights, when yesterday at 
dawn the Canadians climbed out of their 
lowly trenches and began moving to- 
ward the top of it. They fought their 
way from the foot to the crest before 
mid-afternoon yesterday; then they 
swept down the farther slope and now 
dominate, the enemy remaining in the 
Douai plains. 

Vimy was one at the vaunted German 
field fortresses and the British find it 
difficult to imagine any “strategical 
reasons” that would call for giving it 
up. More than three thousand er- 
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mans in the Vimy garrison, including 

one hundred officers, fell into Canadian 

hands before sunset last night. 
erde. Beg for Feel. 

The Canadians did not for a moment 
underestimate th f the 
task befpre them in g Vimy. They 
knew that the artillefy had paved 
way to success, but were frankly sur- 
aly ga when they saw what the ns 

ad actually done. The 

dreds of rmans holding up their 
hands over the bodies of their fallen 
comrade and begging for something to 
eat. 

These men said they had been cut off 
for days from all supplies by the steadi- 
ness of the artillery fire. They could 
not retire and no relief supply columns 
from the rear ever reached their neigh- 
borhood of where the shells had been 
falling in continuous showers. 

Some of the stronger redoubts had 
sent most of the German defenders into 
the deepest of their dugouts and they 
did not dare venture out until the Brit- 
ish called upon them to surrender, 
which they did precipitately. 

Among the officers captured on the 
ridge were seven lieutenant colonels 
and also several doctors, who surren- 
dered with all their staffs. Some of 
the officers were inclined to be sulky, 
blaming their predicament on the fail- 
ure of the supports to come up as 
promised. They were told that the 
British artillery “had attended to that.” 
Others of the officers were deeply de- 
pressed. Hundreds of prisoners taken 
were found lying in the assembly tun- 
nels from which they had attempted 


emerge on account of the shell fire.

' Guard Plans Outlined.

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Washington, April 10.— Army building 
plans of the administration are to de 
supplemented at once by the establish- 
ment at many points throughout the 
country of civilian training camps for 
officers. 

The great need of the war army to be 
faised will be properly equipped offi- 
Gers, and to ald in meeting the demand 
the war department has decided to adopt 
the Plattsburg idea on a nation-wide 
geale. Arrangements for the camps are 
already being made, and civilians de- 
airous of fitting themselves for com- 
missions in the officers’ reserve corps 
may apply now to departmental com- 
manders for assignment to them. The 
number of camps to be set up will de- 
— 2 the number of applications re- 

ved. 


Course of Three Months. 

A course of three months’ vigorous 
training will be given the prospective 
officers, who will be organized into 
companies of large units, and g0 
through all the drills and exercises of 
enlisted men, supplemented by lecture 
courses as to the duties of officers. 

The qualities displayed by men un- 
Gergoing this training will determine 
whether they are suited to army life, 
and also the rank in the reserve corps 
which they are qualified to hold. Com- 
missions will be issued at the conclu- 
gion of the training periods to those 
accepted, who will be assigned to units 


of the regular army, national guard or 


the first coritingent of troops to be 
raised under the draft plan. 

The scheme is designed particularly 
to meet the situation of civilians who 
eve had no military experience and 
who are too old to enter the second 
lieutenant grade of the reserve corps, 
but are otherwise qualified by educa- 
tion and capacity to become officers. 

The department, it was announced 
today, has suspended the regulation 
limiting new enlistment in the regular 
army to men not more than 35 years 
of age. This was made possible by the 
war declaration against Germany. Un- 
der existing law, men not more than 
45 years of age could be accepted, but, 
to conform to the administration's 
army bill, the maximum age has now 
been set at 40 years. 


Enlistment for Regular Army. 


The present authorized strength of 
ne regulars will soon be reached, at 
the present rate of enlistment. Includ- 
ing all combatant and non-combatant 
troops and unassigned recruits, th 
would mean a total of 138,000 enlisted 
men. Until the president so directs, 
the regiments cannot be brought up to 
war strength or additional regiments 
be organized. It is apparent that the 
maiministration is not inclined to take 
this step until congress has acted on 
the new army bill.

FOR NIGHT TRAINS 


Matter Discussed Without 
Definite Result Between 
Dublin Chamber and As- 
sistant Agent Beam, of the 
Southern. 


Dublin, Ga., April 10.—(Special.)—A 
frank, open discussion of both sides of 
the fight Dublin is making for the es- 
tablishment of through night passenger 
service from Atlanta to Savannah via 
the Southern, the Macon, Dublin and 
Savannah and the Seaboard railroads, 
characterized a conference here today 
between the chamber of commerce and 
J. C. Beam, assistant general passen- 
ger agent of the Southern. Both the 
Macon, Dublin and Savannah and the 
Seaboard have agreed to handle the 
trains when the Southern is ready to put 
on its portion between Atlanta and Ma- 
con. 

Mr. Beam told business men that @ 
Savannah sleeper attached to a regu- 
lar train of the Southern at night to 
Macon is not feasible because of the 
irregularity of schedules of these trains 
and because it would not give service 
such as would receive a share of 
through business. The Southern, he 
said, will not attempt through service 
unless it can offer the same class of 
service as the opposition road. Just 
now it does not think the proposition 
would pay. 

Say Train Would Pay. 

Business men here maintained that 
through business is growing enough to 
Warrant an additional train, that the 
traveling public is badly inconvenienced 
by present arrangement by way of Dub- 
lin, that the new service would mean 
additional freight tonnage for the 
Southern as weil as passenger business, 
and since the matter has been discussed 
for five years, some definite answer 
must be given. Mr. Beam agreed to 
arrange a conference with W. H. Tay- 
loe, general passenger agent of the 
Southern, and representatives from 
Dublin in Atlanta soon, when the mat- 


ter is to be threshed out again. Dub- 
get help 


lin will make an effort to 

from Savannah, Macon and Atlanta in 
this fight, as well as from traveling 
men, who are much inconvenienced. 


The date of the conference has not been 
decided yet, but Dublin is preparing to 
make a strong showing. 
Earlier Efforts Falled. 
For vears the people of Dublin have 
been endeavoring to get a through train 
service at night from Atlanta to Sa- 


Vannah over the Southern to Macon, 
over the Macon, Dublin and Savannah 
to Vidalia and over the Seaboard to 
Savannah. One chamber of commerce 


after another has taken the matter up 
and urged that the train be put on, 
showing the benefits it would be both 
to the road and to the public, but for 
some reason it has been impossible to 
get the roads interested enough to hold 
a conference on the matter until dur- 
ing the past six months, 

This night service between Atlanta 
and Savannah via the Southern, Macon, 
Dublin and Savannah and Seaboard 
would mean that a shorter route by 33 
miles would be established for travel 
from Georgia's capital city to the sea- 
coast. It will serve a section of country 
which has been in need, bady, for sev- 
eral years of a through night service 
each way to three of Georgia's most 
important cities, and it will give the 
traveling public the choice of a shorter 
line with a faster schedule and a cor- 
responding decrease in the price of 
through tickets. From Macon to Vida- 
lia is a tremendous stretch of mag- 
nificent country, which is entirely cut 
off from the outside world by rail at 
night. There is no way to get in or out 
of Dublin after 8:30 at night by rail 
now, and there has not been any way 
for years. As it is now, to get to Dub- 
lin from Atlanta at night it is neces- 
sary to either go to Macon and spend the 
night, catch the Macon, Dublin and Sa- 
vannah at 7 o'clock and reach Dublin 
at 9:10, or go to Tennille by the Cen- 
tral, spend a portion of the night there 
and reach Dublin at 9 o’clock the next 
day. Dublin has needed this through 
service badly, and has needed it a long 
time. 

Train Service Desired. 


The general plan for the train service 
which the people of this section are 
asking the Southern to put on, is for 
the Southern to haul out of Atlanta on 
its 9:15 train a sleeper for Savannah, 
to pe turned over to the M., D. & S. 
at Macon, when the Southern reaches 
that * about 12 o' clock. At Macon 
the M., D. & S. would take the Atlanta 
sleeper, with a sleeper from Macon to 
Savannah, a day coach and make up a 
train which it will handle to Vidalia, 
dne junction point of this road with the 
Seaboard. From Vidalia the Seaboard 
would take the train into Savannah. 
The only stops for the proposed train 
after it leaves Macon would be at Dub- 
lin and Vidalia, and it will reach Sa- 
Vannah about 5 a. m. 

From Savannah the Seaboard would 
take a train with two sleepers to Vi- 
dalia. where the M., D. & S. would take 
charge and move it to Macon, stopping 
at Dublin on the route. At Macon the 
through sleeper from Savannah would 
be attached to the regular Southern 
train due to reach Atlanta about 6 
o'clock in the morning. The train 
going north from Savannah would pass 
Dublin about 12 o’clock, while the train 
going south from Atlanta would reach 
here about 2 a. m. 

Should the service be put on, there 
will be a big increase in travel between 
Dublin and Atlanta by the Southern.
